on March 24 and send the 
Boyne City version of the 
Ramblers to the Class C 
State semifinals at Michi- 
gan State University’s 
Breslin Center for a March 
26 date with Grand Rapids 
NorthPointe Christian at 
lpm. 

Boyne City, went into the 
final eight minutes of regu- 
lation with a 43-30 lead and 
then had to weather a

Willis nails clutch three to send Boyne to quarterfinals

Boyne City 54, Iron Mountain 51 


MARQUETTE -- Clutch! 

That’s what many are calling 
the shot that Boyne City junior 
Derek Willis took and drained 
with the game clock ticking 
down, propelling the Ramblers to 
a 54-51 victory over Iron Moun- 
tain and a trip to the Class C 
quarterfinals for the first time 
since 1990. 

Willis, floating around the 
right wing, took a nice pass from 
a driving Zach Napont and 
stepped into his shot and hit 
nothing but the bottom of the net 
with 3.7 seconds remaining in 
regulation, breaking a 51-all tie 
and forcing the Mountaineers to 
call timeout and set up a despera- 
tion shot attempt. 

Iron Mountain would inbound 
the ball following the timeout 
and get off a open look from the 
left wing that curled around the 
rim as the horn sounded and 
rolled off, sending the Boyne City 
players and bench into a frenzy. 

“So proud of how the kids gave 
it everything they had and left it 
all on the floor,” Boyne City 
coach Nick Redman said. “Zach 
(Napont) made a great pass to 
Derek (Willis) who was wide 
open on the wing and he nailed 
it.” 

Boyne City got a season best 
and game-high, 20 point perform- 
ance from senior Cole Butler, 
who found his rhythm early and 
often, scoring the first six points 


of the game for the Ramblers 
and whenever Boyne needed a 
basket, it seemed that Butler was 
there to knock down an open 
triple (he had three in the con- 
test) or finding his way into the 
lane for a look. 

Both teams seemed to feel each 
other out during the first eight 
minutes of play before the Moun- 
taineers finally took the lead 10-8 
on a Casey Wonders putback 
with 1:26 to go in the quarter. 

The second quarter would pick 
up the pace a little bit, and with 
both teams getting to the hoop, 
but unable to connect on some 
easy looks within four feet. 

Boyne was able to build a 19-15 
lead with three minutes to go on 
a Butler triple, but the two teams 
would combine for only three 
more points in the half, with the 
Ramblers leading 20-17 at the 
half. 

Once play in the second half 
resumed, the Mountaineers came 
out on fire, going on a 10-0 run in 
the first two minutes of the third 
quarter, prompting the Ramblers 
to call a timeout and make some 
adjustments. 

One of those adjustments 
would come at the hands of But- 
ler, who drilled a straight-away 
three at the 5:40 mark to end the 
Rambler drought and kick off a 
15-5 Boyne run to end the quar- 
ter, highlighted by seven points 
from Dalton Gardner and an- 
other five from backup center 
Mike Dohm, giving the Ramblers 
a 35-32 lead heading into the final 
eight minutes of regulation.

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Boyne City’s Corey Redman, 
returning to the court after a foot 
injury sustained in the opening 
contest of district play and play- 
ing at about 50-60 percent, began 
the fourth quarter with a triple 
from the left corner in front of 
the Rambler student section and 


then on Boyne’s following posses- 


sion, he took a pass from Gard- 
ner and put it on the floor and 
rose above the Mountaineer de- 
fense and knocked down a 15 foot 
jumper for a 40-32 BC lead, forc- 
ing Iron Mountain to call time- 
out. 

The Mountaineers would not 
pack it in and go away quietly, as 
Wonders and Jake Thomann 
would help pull Iron Mountain 
back to within four points before 
the Ramblers would respond 
with baskets from Redman and 
Butler. 

Boyne would eventually go 
back up 51-44 on a free throw by 
Redman with just over two min- 
utes to play in the game, but once 
again the Mountaineers came 
roaring back as guard Tanner 
Huotari started a 7-0 run of his 
own, connecting on a jumper 
from the right wing with 1:50 
showing on the clock and then 
nailing a deep triple from the left 
wing, before calmly knocking 
down a pair of free throws with 
1:32 to go on the clock, knotting 
the score at 51-51. 

The Ramblers would then run 
the clock down for one shot, set- 
ting up the late game heroics 
from Willis. 

“They (Iron Mountain) area 
big physical team and our guys 
never backed down,” coach Red- 
man added. “Mike (Dohm) and 
Colton (Sieradski) were huge off 
the bench and Dalton (Gardner) 
played tough on defense.” 

Butler finished with 20 points 
and four rebounds to lead Boyne, 
while Redman added 10 points, 
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Dalton Gardner (20) of Boyne City, goes in for two of his seven third quar- 
ter points that ignited a 12-5 Rambler run to end the quarter. Defending 
for the Mountaineers is (20) Tanner Huotari, (14) Kyle Johnson and (00) 
Jake Thomann.

seven rebounds and two assists 
and Gardner added seven points 
and two assists. 

Tanner Kruzel would add five 
points and five rebounds for the 
Ramblers, while Dohm chipped 
in with five points and three 
boards and Willis had five points. 

“Corey (Redman) really 
toughed it out and gave us a big 
lift,” coach Redman said. “The 
guys knew he was hurt and he 
gave it everything he had. Plus 
the support we got from the stu- 
dents and community was Awe- 
some! Also, our administration 
did a great job making it possible 
for us to stay up here, and with- 
out all that support we don't 


win.” 

Tron Mountain was led by Won- 
ders with 18 points, while 
Thomann added 14. 

The Ramblers (20-5) advance to 
the Class C quarterfinal in Gay- 
lord on March 24 to face McBain 
(22-2), also nicknamed the Ram- 
blers with a berth in the state 
semifinals at Michigan State’s 
Breslin Center on the line. 

This is the first time since 1956 
that the Ramblers have won the 
conference, district and regional 
titles in the same season.

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AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SUBSECTIONS 3.03.G, 
4.11.B.4 AND 4.11.C.19 OF THE SOUTH ARM 
TOWNSHIP ZONING ORDINANCE CONCERNING 
ACCESSORY BUILDINGS IN THE AGRICULTURAL 
DISTRICT 


THE TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH ARM ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Rezoning of Property. 


Subsection 3.03.G of the South Arm Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to 
read in its entirety as follows: 


G. On properties located in the Agricultural Zoning District, accessory building(s) 
shall be allowed to be located on a parcel without a principal building, provided 
all of the following requirements are met: 


1. The accessory building is devoted to a use that is accessory to a principal 
use authorized by right or by special use permit in the district. 


The accessory building complies with the requirements of Subsections 
3.03.B - F above. 


The accessory building is located on the lot under consideration in such a 
location that a future development envelope is preserved on the lot within 
which a principal building or use may be constructed or established in full 
compliance with all applicable setback requirements in the district. This 
requirement, however, shall not be applicable if the future development 
envelope for the principal building or use will be located on another lot as 
provided in subsection 4 below. 


If the lot on which the accessory building is located does not have 
sufficient lot area for the future development envelope as required in 
subsection 3 above, then the accessory building may be constructed on 
the lot under consideration only if the owner of the lot owns another lot 
with sufficient lot area for the future development envelope that is either 
contiguous to the lot under consideration or is separated from the lot 
under consideration by a public or private road and the owner of the two 
lots records deed restrictions (or other legal instruments) acceptable to 
the township attorney with the county Register of Deeds Office requiring 
the two lots to be used and/or sold as one development site. 


Section 2. Amendment of Subsection 4.11.8.4 


Subsection 4.11.B.4 of the South Arm Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended 
to read in its entirety as follows: 


4. Accessory buildings and uses customarily incidental to the above 
permitted uses, subject to the requirements of Subsection 3.03.G of this 
Ordinance.
